call upon at some time to save itself.

Selfishness will exist as a guiding trait in 
human nature for a long time and will have its outward expression 
in agressions. 

The American senate is looking into two phases of the question 
just now. It is authorizing President Coolidge to call a new and 
broader conference for the limitation of armaments and at the same 
time is in a mood to ask the president if he thinks the other nations 
are following the principles laid down in the first meeting. - 
We believe that the nation can trust the president to keep 
himself duly informed as to the compliance of England and Japan 
with the corivention. The president.is no idle dreamer but a hard- 
headed man, who would instantly perceive the menace of evasion 
by another signatory of any of the previsions of the treaties. 

“Yet the president favors no more at this time to elevate the 
guns of American battleships. This, it seems, ought to be an an- 
swer to the senate’s question. The senate itself concurred in his 
decision against such change in the angle of the guns.
